Riopelle street, Detroit, did not sufficiently 

revive until tonight to tell the story of the 

shipwreck, He said the Home left Manis- 
tique last aight in tow of the steamer Buell, 
along with the Alvina and Fulton. The 

Home had on board 579 tons of pig iron. 

The boats traveled along. without mishap to- 

wards the straits until 10:30 o’clock last 

night, when the deckload shifted. The strain 
was too much for the old timbers of the boat 
and soon water began to pour into the hold. 

The crew tried in vain to signal the 

steamer and the other barges with 

torches, but could receive no reply. Find- 
ing their boat was going to sink from 
under them in deep water with the tow line 
still fast to the other barges, the line was cut, 
and the crew started for shore under sail. 

Half an hour after the deckload shifted the 

schooner went to the bottom. The crew of 

seven succeeded in getting into the yawl, 
which soon afterwards capsized. All except 

Minga were washed from the overturned 

yawl, but he succeeded in holding on and was 

finally blown. upon the beach near the Seul 

Choix.. light. He was picked up there by Joe 

Fountain, the lighthousekeeper, at 1 p, m. 

today and carried into the lighthousekeep- 

er's home. It was with great difficulty that 
he was brought back to consCiousness. 

The shore for many miles in either direction 
from Seul Choix point is strewn” with wreck- 
age. The Home’s cargo was valued at 810, 
000 and insured for $9,500. 


Alvina May Be Beached. 


The schooner Alvina, which the steamer 
Buell aleo had in tow, has not yet been heard 
from. It was lumber-laden, which would 
prevent it from sinking, but it is not improb- 
able it has been driven on the beach some- 
where in the vicinity of Seul Choix, although 
it cannot be sighted from the lighthouse. 

Dernxorr, Mict., Sept. 26.—The schooner 
William Home was commanded by Capt. C. 
H. Henderson, who lives in Mexico, N. Y. It 
was owned by J. M. Jones of this place, and 
was loaded with pig iron for the Western 
Furnace dock at Buffalo. The crew were 
shipped in Sandusky. The Home beiongs to 
the old style of canal vessels, and was built in 
Clayton, N. Y., by Johnson in 1871. It was 
2090 tons register, was rated A 2, and valued 
at $4,500. It was partly insured for 
$2,500 in the Union and Reliaiiéé; Ma- 
rine, and other companies. The Home 
belonged to the class of boats known us can- 
alers, built originally for the Welland Canal 
trade, before that waterway was deepened. 

[Thescheoner I. M. Forest. loaded with lum- 
ber, came to an anchor off Evanston early yes- 
terday morning, as it was impossible to beat up 
to Chicago River against the heavy southeaster. 
The Evanston life-saving crew pulted out to the 
boat.

In the folds of our devotion to all that is help- 
ful in the emanations of man’s intellect and be- 
neath the symbol of our faith we lay nearest our 
heart the wealth of pur libraries just as the de- 
voted Marquette enfolded the spiritual manual 
upon his palpitating breast. There are few 
more interesting’ problems to the student 
of the new learn than the part which 
libraries are playing in its  develop- 
ment, The first duty of a country is to establish 
a good average of education, and the creation of 
signal instances of the ripest scholarship comes 
later. A country like ours receiving a constant 
influx of ill-educated aiiens has a more con- 
spicuous duty to the State in making good 
citizens of them than in creating pure scholar- 
ship. Wealth, creating a leisured class, the 
patrons and purveyors of learning, has only 
come to us in a conspicuous way si our civil 
war and it has brought with it the need of 
scholarship. ‘ 

The amassment of large private libraries is no 
longer a necessity of scholarship. The student is 
more and more learning to depend on large col- 
lections of books which the N fosters. It is 
my observation that with classes four or 
five times as large as they were in my 
day zzat Harvard the number of young 
men among the students lay the founda- 
tions of their own collection of ks is fewer 
how than then. The President of a Southern 
university said tome a short time ago: “We 
found out in the civil war what an advantage to 
you of the North was the spread of industrial 
practice among your people and we don't pro-

UNIVERSAL GAS GETS A SETBAOK. 


It Is Denied a Permit to Tear Up Streets 
Without an Amendment. 


The Mayor and Corporation Counsel have 
refused to approve the application of the Uni- 
versal Gas compauy for a permit to tear up a 
number of the streets on the South Side for 
laying mains so long as the deposit required 
is but $20.000. The company asks permis- 
sion to tear up streets that it will require at 
least $300,000 to put in their present condi- 
tion. Attorney Russell for the gas company 
said his client would be willing to submit an 
amendment to the ordinance providing that 
no more streets shall be torn up by the com- 
| pany under permit than can be restored by 


820.000. He was told this would be satisfac- 
| tory and said he would submit the amend- 
ment to the City Law Department not later 
| than today. It is thought the company will 
increase the amount ot deposit to allow more 
scope for tearing up streets.

Mr. Darrow’s argument was both important 
and exciting. It was important because it 
disclosea fur the first time the line of defense. 
Although the defendants’ answers denied they 
had any connection with or knowledge of the 
telegrams sent out after the injunction was 
served on them Mr. Darrow opened his speech 
with a frank and careless admission on this 
point. He said he did not deny the defend- 
er; 2 eee served directed a strike 
and sent out telegrams.

Darrow’s Row with Milchrist.

offense as “dastardly and defiant,’ and Mr. 
Bancroft’s characterization of the defendants 
themselyes as “craven cowards.” Mr. Dar- 
row referred to Mr. Milchrist contemptuous. 
ly as an accident,” and one whos where 
he did by chance,” and aspersed men better 
than he was himself. As for Mr. Bancroft 
and Mr. Miller, he said they defended the rail- 
roads because they were employed to do it, 
and they reminded him of the scripture-- 
the ox knoweth his owner, and the ass his 
master’s erib.“ Their railroad, he said, was 
in a receiver's hands because of its contempt 
for the law, and it il me its attorneys to 
prosecute the defendants for contempt of 
court. The sensation which this vituperation 
created was entirely against Mr. Darrow and 
his cause, but some expressed surprise at 
Judge Wood's permittmg him to go on with it. 

Mr. Bancroft in his closing remarks argued 
the responsibility of the defendants for the 
violence and crime which attended the strike. 
Everybody knew, he said, a strike could effect 
nothing’ without lawlessness and violence, It 
was im possible to produce a vacuum in nature 
until one had first surrounded the space with 
an impenetrabie barrier. In lke manner, 
when the world is full of unemployed labor 
and skill it is impossible to keep a large num- 
ber of desirable jobs vacant unless the ap- 
piicants are ma treuted by the strikers. The 
telegrams sent by Debs, he said, were a tacif 
inci:ement to violence. For instance, when 
a telegram said Non-union men must be 
stopped, but use no violence,” it plainly 
meant non-union mea must be clubbed; and 
when a telegram said Do not interfere with 
mail trains,” it meant every other kind of 
train should be ditched. 

Mr. Darrow, in opening his speech, charged 
counsel for the prosecution with befogging 
the issue. It was not whether scenes of vio- 
lence had attended the strike, but whether 
the aefendants had been guilty of ery 
Then be upbraided Mr. Bancroft, who, he 
said, had tortured the telegiams into advising 
violence, when in every case they discounte- 
nanced it. He admitted they nad directed 
the strike and had sent telegrams for this 

urpose, even after the injunction was served. 

e claimed they had a periect right to do so, 
injunction or no injunction: But nota word 
nor asyliab.e had been traced to them at ary 
time which connected them with lawleseness 
and violence. To charge them with it and to 
denounce them for it was shameful.

Wa.ker’s brief published in Taz Tarsuns of | 
yesterday, and * to dissect and an- 
swer them, Mr. alker regarding him 
with a look of pityme interest. But 
after Giscussing two or three of the 
points, he dropped them, and began za Anal- 
ysis of the inter-State commerce act 00, 
on which the injunction was, based.

As the most significant result of the policy 
pursued by the present administration of ig- 
noring the colored Democrats at the dictation 
of Southern Brigadiers comes the resignation 
of H. H. C. Astwood of New York, Chairman 
of the Executive committee of the Negro Na- 
tional ocratic gue, and his return to 
the Re blican party.

One year and a half of his administration has 
passed and gone, and we find the country in.a 
more deplorable and uncertain condition than at 
any time since its political existence. 

No one will attempt to deny that but for the 
votes of at least six Southern States, actually 
taken by force and cast for the Democratic party 
in every State and Presidential election, there 
could be no solid South, no Democratic Congress, 
and no Democratic President.

TO USE CORN IN THE MAKING OF BEER. 


Department of Agriculture Hears Flatter- 
ing Reports from Germany. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Sept. 26.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is watching with great 
interest for the results of experiments in Ger- 
many with Indian corn in the making of beer. 
It issaid that over half as much corn as bar- 
ley is used’ in this country by brewers. A 
great brewing school at Berlin is now mak- 
ing experiments with Indian corn. The re- 
ports from the department’s agent indicate 
the experiments are proving successfyl, and 
the beer from the maize is well liked by the 
Germans. The German laws are stringent 
about regulating brewing and requiring the 
use of barley, so it was necessary to get a 
special rermit for the use of corn. The laws 
regulate the brewing materials, and the pro- 
tective dut es are drawbacks to extending the 
use of corn for brewing. 

In Denmark thé outlook for extended use 
of corn in brewing is better. The same is 
true in Holland and Beigium. In these 
countries the corn has been found to give 
satisfaction to the brewers—so much so that 
they have ordered second consignments of 
corn at their own expense. In Engiand there 
is already quite an extensive use of corn in 
beer making with prospects of an increase. 

The outlook for the use of cornmeal in the 
place of rye bread in Germany is not flattering, 
partly on account of the present high price of 
corn. The department has encouraging ac- 
counts of the growth of consumption and in- 
creased favor of American wines abroad. 
During the year the German military authori- 
ties have contracted for the military supply 
of brandy with California companies. 
order is for 200,000 gallons. California 
wines are also beginning to attract attention 
in Denmark, Holiand, and Belgium. At the 
Antwerp Exposition the jury of awards had 
adjourned before the exhibit of California 
wines arrived, but reconved to pass upon 
them and voted a gold medal. 

While the cruiser Chlesge was in England 
the agent of the Agricultural Department sent 
a case of California wines to Admiral Erwin. 
At one of the many dinners gtven to English 
officials on board the Chicago these wines 
were upon the table and elicited many en- 
comiums from the guests.

Aggressive Enemy of Gambling Thinks 
the Victory of the Civic Federation Is 
Now Complete Eberts Action from 
the Jurors=Justice Underwood Wor- 
ried over the Seizure of the Gambling 
FurnitureeMayor Hopkins Receives a 
Copy of Resolutions Adopted Sunday, 


The grand jury is now in possession of all 
the information on the subject of gambling 
in Chicago collated by the Rev. William G. 
Clarke, Chairman of the Committee on Gam- 
bling ‘of the Civic Federation. 

Mr. Clarke met State’s-Attorney Kern and 
Assistant State’s-Attorney Morrison at the 
Criminal Court Building yesterday noon. 
They arranged the evidence in convenient 
form, and at 2:30 o’cio¢k Mr. Clarke went to 
the grand jury room inthe old building on 
Dearborn street, Mr. Morrison represented 
the State’s-Attorney’s office, but the Civic 
Federation had no other representative there 
than Mr. Clarke, who was perfectly satisfied 
with this arrangement. It was expected that 
Mr. Clarke would take the entire afternoon 
to tell his story, but he reappeared within half 
an hour and said: f 

“The grand jury has received all my evi- 
dence. Most of it was in documentary form, 
and I had but little to communicate orally, 
I am entirely satisfied with the way the jury 
received me and have no doubt the evidence I 
left will receive all due consideration. 

Mr. Clarke did not offer any personal 
knowledge on the subject of gambling to the 
jurors. He told of the investigation made by 
the Civic Federation, by competent agents, 
and submitted the reports of these 
employés. Besides this he left with the 
jury a list of the gambling-houses discovered 
during the investigation. It was, with the 
exception of a few minor additions, the same 
as that published in Tun Tams a week 
ago. The Civic Federation has in its pos- 
session the names of more than 600 em- 
ployés of the gaming houses. Many of them 
were named ip the list of fifty-four witnesses 
handed to the jury by Mr. Clarke, and 
for whom subponas were sent out immedi- 
ately after Mr. Clarke left the jury-room. 
Mayor Hopkins is not on the list, nor is 
Superintendent of Police Brennan, but 
u number of other city officials 
have been ordered to appear, including a num- 
ber of policemen. Besides these the list 
includes detectives, who ferreted out the 
games, newspaper reporters, owners of prop- 
erty where gambit has been carried on, 
members of the Federation, and several re- 

uted owners of gambling establishments, 

uitk Staley and several other Deputy- 
Sheriffs started out late yesterday afternoon 
to serve the subpoenas and when the jury as- 
sem bles this morning there will be a sufficient 
number of witnesses on hand to keep the body 
busy for several hours. Mr. Cleland and Mr. 
Gault, the attorneys who have represented the 
Federation in all cases in court so far, will be 
among the first witnesses examined. 

Mr. Clarke further said he feilt certain the 
victory of the Civic Federation is now com- 
plete. “We have our agents around every 
night,“ he said, and all their reports tend to 
show the evil is dead. I have here the reports 
of operatives from one of the detective 
agencies in our employ, who visited every 
place on our list between 7 o’clock Tuesday 
night and 4 o’clock this morning. They 
found a few small crap and poker games in 
the levee district and several slot machines in 
State street saloons, They visited the North, 
West, and South Sides, but discovered not a 
single public gambling establishment.“ 

State’s-Attorney Kern and the Rev. William 
G. Clarke were both pleased with the efforts 
before the grand jury so far as they have pro- 
gressed. Mr. Clarke’s evidence was intelli- 
gently placed before the jury, said Mr. Kern. 
“The evidence appears to be god, and the 
only thing to be feared is that there may be 
too much of it for the jury to handle.“ 


Some of the Jurors Can Underatand. 


Mr. Kern need have no fear that the jury 
will be unable to cope with the subject within 
itself. While many of the members may not 
know a hock from a soda card or be able to 
discover the distinction between a split 
and a single out, other jurors are sufficient- 
ly equipped with such information. There 
may be more, but there are at least 
one or two of grand jurors who 
can converse with the witnesses and their fel- 
low members in the vernacular uliar to 
the men who rattle the bones, roll the ball, 
and shuffle the cards. At the southwest cor- 
ner of South Halsted and Harrison streets is 
a elothi store and in the basement isa 
saloon. his saloon is run by Dan Gannon, 
a member of the grand jury. Less than a 
month ago, ina room separated from the bar- 
room by a thin partition only and 
with doors wide open, were several games 
running wide open every night. There were a 
crap game and two roulette wheels, and it is 
said almost any other kind of a game could 
have been rigged and ready for operation 
within a few minutes. These were essentially 
‘* bargain counter games, the great majori- 
ty of bets being made in nickels and even cop- 
pers. Young men and women were in the 
outer room and at no time was there any at- 
tempt to conceal the presence of the games. 
But they did not come Dan Gannon’s way 
anda month ago gambling ceased in his 
saloon. 

There is at least one other juror who will 
probably have no trouble in understandin 
the testimony of the witnesses. Thomas 
Dunning, who is a member of the jury, keeps 
a saloon at No. 1850 West Lake street. In a 
little side room, divided from the other. por- 
tion of the saloon by a giass partition, Mr. 
Dunning may have obtained a knowledge of 
„ draw poker which will make him a valua- 
ble member of the jury. A patron of Mr. 
Dunning’s who was found in F. F. Boudevin’s 
saloon at No. 1902 Lake street acknowl- 
edged yesterday he had occasionally played a 
little poker in the little room referred to. He 
wished it to be understood, though, it was 
only a private game among friends and 
nothing more. 

Underwood Worried Over the Burglary. 


No tidings have yet been heard of the men 
who broke into the ante-room of Justice Un- 
derwood’s court, No. 128 Clark street, Tues- 
day night and carried away the furniture held 
there as evidence in the case of The People vs, 
No. 14 Quincy Street. ‘The stealing of the 
turniture, said Justice Underwood, “ was a 
burglary pure and simple, as the doors were 
forced open with burgiars’ tools. I have ad- 
vised the attorneys on both sides to endeavor 
to locate the stolen property. My order is 
nowin effect and the property can be de. 
stroyed, and I have no doubt it is still in ex. 
istence.“

THE MAYOR’S FALSE CLAIM OF ECONOMY 
The junior Demoèratie organ, both morn- 
ing and evening editions, is setting forth the 
absurd and groyndless claim that the details 
of the receipts disbursements of the city 
government for the first six months of the 
show larger collections 
and smaller disbursetgents than for the corre- 
597 und consequently 
“economies of Hopkins 

amount to $616,566. 

This is a remarkable statement. It is in 
line with the claim set forth by Rubens, the 
Mayor’s spokesman at the Sunday mass- 
meeting, that it was Hopkins who had sup- 
pressed gambling. It required the same gall 
and audacity to make the one claim that it 
did to make the other. To whatever extent 
there has ‘been any economy practiced in 
the administration of the city finances the 
credit belongs to the Republican Council, 
and especialiy to the Finance committee and 
its Chairman, Ald. Madden. It is no exag- 
geration to say that every move in tue direc- 
tion of retrenchment has been bitterly fought 
by Hopkins and his gang, and that the teduc- 
tion of the army of tax-eaters, inspectors, 
bummers, and ward workers quartered on the 
city pay-rolls has met with determined oppo- 
sition from the city administration. 

The administration of the Police Depart- 
ment is a fair illustration of the regard in 
which the Mayor holds the question of econ- 
omy. Every effort to reduce the police force 
to the limit provided by the appropriation 
bill has been fought by Hopkins and Brennan. 
Owmg to the strike riots the number of patrol- 
men was increased by 512, and every effort 
to restore the force to the original number 
met with the opposition of the Mayor and his 
Chief of Police until the Finance committee 
threatened to cut off the supplies. It was 
only then, and that was in September, weeks 
after the riots were over, that 100 of the 
number were discharged and the other 400 
placed on the waiting list. Brennan demanded 
that they should be retained. Hopkins backed 
him up in it, and it was not until the Finance 
committee put its foot down that they were 
compelled to yieid and reduce this extraordi- 
nary and useless expense, entailed solely for 
the purpose of having 512 more ward work- 
ers at elections. 

The present number of the police force is 
3,200. There are ‘1,926 regular policemen 
of the first class. There are 380 regulars at 
the crossings and. bridges and 175 for night 
service, or a total of 2,481 regulars. To 
keep these 2,481 regulars in action requires 
the services of 719 others, or one for nearly 
every three. They are distributed round the 
various stations as commanding officers, in- 
spectors, patrol wagon men, telephone opera- 
tors. patrol sergeants, lieutenants, desk ser- 
geants, stationkeepers, drivers, construction 
corps, etc. There are five inspectors, one 
more than the appropriation bill provides 
for. There are sixteen Captains, an excess of 
one. There are twenty patrol sergeants more 
than the bill provides for, and five or six 
lieutenants more. And this is economy! 
They are payinga lot of men, possibly 500, 
as second-class patrolmen $60 a month, 
although the appropriation bili provides only 
for first-class patrolmen at $83 per month, 
and thus are saving money to provide for 
their pets. And this is economy! 

The city receives from the general tax 
$4,800,000, from licenses $38,750,000, a 
total of $8,550,000. Of that sum 3,400, 
000, or nearly one-half, goes to the police 
force, This is more of the Hopkins-Brennan 
economy! The police force now costs the 
public $2.28 per capita. The Fire Depart- 
ment, on the other hand, costs it $1.01 per 
capita. Up to a short time ago the cost of 
maintaining both was the same. The Firé 


Police Department is partisan. That is the 
reason it costs so much more. That is the 
reason why Hopkins and Brennan want four 
or five hundred more policemen, requiring 
nearly a hundred new officials to look after 
them. And this is economy! 

What is true of the Police Department is 
true of every other department. They are 
overloaded with sinecures, pets and favorites 
who are en,oying reward for their work at the 
primaries and at the polls. They are run for 
political advantage. The pay-rolis are stuffed 
with bummers who are expected to work for 
John P. Hopkins in the future as they have 
done in the past. It is through no act of the 
administration that there bas been any re- 
trenchment. Whatever saving has been 
made has been because of the determined 
stand taken by the City Council and the Chair- 
man of the Finance committee. Had it not 
been for them the administration would have 
shaved just as close to the limit of the appro- 
priation as it could have done without 
rendering itself liable to punishment. 
Economy has been forced upon the Mayor. 
He could not exceed appropriations without 
committing a penal offense, and the appro- 
priations were made for him by a Republican 
City Council. Buthe has accepted all the 
economies forced upon him unwillingly. His 
continual outcry and that of his henchmen 
bas been foran increase of taxation anda 
raising of vuiuations so that more tax-eatérs 
may be maintained. The city swarms with 
them now, with inspectors who inspect little 
but saloons, and with strikers and bummers 
maintained at the public expease. Voluntary 
economy isathing unknown to the Demo- 
cratic administration of Chicago. The effort 
to despoil the Finance committee of the 
credit for it is as audacioy the effort: to 
despoil the Civic Federation of the credit for 
breaking up public gam bling.

If 
it accepts the present plan or any other plan 
before the people have had a chance to have 
their say it will find itself overwhelmingly de- 
feated and its plan knockea into a cocked 
hat. It myst let the people be heard, 
It must find out whether they want any Court- 
House before it decides upon any one con- 
tract orany one particular contractor and 
architect. The County Board may rest as- 
sured that if they pass upon this contract and 
push it through before the wishes of the peo. 
pie have been ascertained they will find a 
united press opposed to the issue of any bonds 
and they will find the people just as united. 
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WITH ONE CONSENT THEY MAKE EX- 
CUSES. 

Ex-Secretary Whitney has punctured his 
own boom. The boom was inflated while he 
was on the ocean heading homewards. Gov. 
Fiower helped to inflate it, as he had no boom 
of his owa. Senator Hill helped to inflate it for 
purposes best known to himself, and yet appar- 
ent even to the most casual observer. Judge 
Gaynor of Brooklyn and John Boyd Thacher 
of the Brass Tag Bureau also supplied some 
of the wind. All these gentlemen had called 
in their little booms upon the representations 
of Crimmins, Whitney’s business partner, 
Mayor Gilroy, Senator Murphy, and the 
Tammany leaders that there was but one man 
who stood any chance of election as against 
Mr. Morton and his name was William C. 
Whitney. Thereupon the statesmen at Sara- 
toga sent up their Whitney boom, put on his 
badges, and waited impatiently for the ar- 
rival of the Majestic, which was freighted 
with their only hope. 

Amob of enthusiastic Democrats sailed 
down the harbor yesterday morning to meet 
Mr. Whitney and tender him the nomination 
ona silver salver. They came back with 
downcast faces and crape on their arms. He 
had retused te accept the nomination. In an 
interview he thus unbosomed himself: 


I will not accept the nomination under any cir- 
cumstances, I stated that very positively before 
I left, in a cablegram to somebody or other, I 
don't remember whom. There are plenty of bet- 
ter men in the Democratic party—men who would 
bo more acceptabie and more successful. I re- 
gard David B. Hill as the very best man for the 
place. I think he would poll an enormous vote. 


The announcement threw Tammany into a 
dazed condition of mind bordering on panic. 
The statesmen at Saratoga were in hysterics. 
Seeing the last hope of success dissipated it 
was intimated that John Boyd Thacher might 
as well be the sacrificial goat and the conven- 
tion might settle upon the inventor of the 
World’s Fair tag as its candidate, but it 
changed its mind and no*’vinated Hill without 
knowing whether he would accept. Last 
night's dispatches, however, made it evident 
that Senator Hill would abide.by the conven- 
tion’s action. 

As tothe reason which has induced Mr. 
Whitney to decline the nomination it lies on 
the surface. He knows this is not a Demo. 
cratic year in New York and thatif he made 
the race and were defeated it would end his 
political career. Unquestionably this is also 
the reason why he regards Senator Hill as the 
best man for the nomination. If Hill shall 
be defeated he too will be out of the race for 
the Presidency while Whitney will be the com- 
ing candidate for the nomination as against 
Cleveland. Thus while Hill was willing that 
Whitney should be sacrificed Whitney is 
equally willing Hill shall undergo the same 
fate at the altar. And yet the situation has 
been a more unpleasant one for Hill than it 
has been for Whitney since the latter is a 
statesman out of a job at present, for if by 
any strange chance Whitney should have been 
elected Hill would have been a back number 
so far as the Presidential nomination is con- 
cerned. 
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RECIPROCITY IS ABANDUNED. 

The government at Washington has received 
formal notification from Brazil that the 
reciprocity treaty between that country and 
the United States will be abrogated by Brazil 
at the close of this calendar year. Senor 
Mendonca, the Brazilian Minister, who pre- 
sented the notice to our administration, says 
explicitly that the action is a necessary se- 
quence to the enactment of our new tariff 
law, which itself has abrogated the treaty. 
The origizcal agreement gave to each party to 
it the privilege of renounving the treaty on 
July 1 or Jan. 1 of any named year by giving 
three months’ notice, and Brazil has chosen 
to give such notice. The new tariff rates ex- 
ist against Brazilian imports to the United 
States since Aug. 1, but the reciprocity rates 
for American goods will be continued till the 
close of the year in Brazil. The treaty was 
chiefly beneficial to Brazil in regard to sugar. 
Under it the sugar movement from Brazil to 
the United States was tripled in the last three 
years. The trade in coffee will not be much af- 
fected by the change. The treaty gave advan- 
tages to manufacturers in the United States 
more particularly on iron goods, railroad sup- 
plies, lard, and agricultural products. Sefior 
Mendonca does not expect that rates will 
be materially raised against this country. But 
evidently the withdrawal of the reciprocity ” 
feature must mean a retiring of a large part 
of the inducement Brazilians had to send 
their orders here during the existence of the 
treaty. 

Brazil entered on the arrangement for recip- 
rocal trade with the United States Jan. 31, 
1891. In doing so it set an example which 
was followed by nine other nations. These 
were Spain as to Cuba and Puerto Rico, the 
Dominican Republic, Guatemala, Germany, 
Nicaragua, Honduras, Austria-Hungary, Sal- 
vador, and Great Britain, the last named 
being for the British colonies of Trinidad, 
Barbadocs, the Leeward Islands, Nevos, 
Dominica, the Windward Islands, British 
Guiana, and Jamaica. It is highly provable 
the example set by Brazil in abrogating the 
treaty similarly will be followed by all the 
rest, with the possible exception of Spain, 
which may hope to negotiate another treaty 
to take the place of this, and therefore will 
not be in haste to renounce. But all goods 
imported by this country from those named 
now are treated just the same as if no treaty 
existed, no favors being shown them, 
though none of them have issued instructions 
to assess full duties on American goods im- 
ported by their merchants, 

So ͤ the Democrats have carried out one of 
the pledges they made in 1892. Their na- 
tional platform of that year denounced as 
„ham reciprocity’ certain kinds of trade, 
their description of which was understood 
and intended to be understood as applying to 
the reeiprocal policy advocated by Mr. 
Blaine and established through his efforts 
with the countries above named. The fact 
that it was distinctively a Republican meas- 
ure was enough to gain for it their undying 
spite and the more successful it Was, of prom- 
‘ised to be, the greater was their desire to 
overthrow it. So they made all the haste they 
could to upset the arrangément, though in 
doing so they were acting for the disadvan- 


tage of many American citizens and treated 
with discourtesy the governments of the dif- 
ferent countries which had entered upon the 
treaties for reciprocal trade as proposed by 
Mr. Blaine, In this they were consistent 
with the first of the only two principles 
that have any binding force upon them 
namely: that they are bitterly opposed to 
everything that is distinctively Republican, 
and that to the victors belong all the spoils 
when the said victors are Democrats. 


IMPORTING LUMBER FROM CANADA, 

Four million feet of Canadian lumber ar- 
rived Tuesday at Bay City, Mich., as a result 
of the free lumber clause in the new tariff 
bill. This is the first consignment of Cana- 
dian lumber that ever came to Bay City, but 
probably it is far from being the last. Amer- 
ican grown lumber will have to compete with 
that produced on the northern side of the bor- 
der, and our lumbermen will have to meet 
the competition, however severe may be the 
resulting cut in the wages of their employés. 
There is no evading this fact, and the workers 
who voted nearly two years ago for the party 
which pledged itself to carry out the policy of 
lessened protection to. American industry 
now have to suffer the consequences of that 
rash action on their part. 

The Halifax Herald published a report of 
an interview with a gentleman largely inter- 
ested in the lumber business in Nova Scotia, 
which indicates that the new law is counted 
on to induce a great importation of Canadian 
lumber into all our Atlantic ports, and es- 
pecially into the more northern ones. The 
New England States and New York are stated 
to consume annually thirteen billion super- 
ficial feet of spruce, more than a third of 
which is for wood pulp, besides hemlock, 
beech, birch, and maple. Northern New En- 
gland and Northern New York hitherto have 
supplied this demand. Maine furnishes 
nearly u third of the spruce, but it now is 
said to be nearly exhausted, New Hampshire 
and Vermont have only a year’s supply, and 
New York is about to take out of the source 
of supply some three million acres by pro- 
hibiting the sale or lease of the State's 
forests or the removal of the timber there- 
from, On the other hand the forests of Nova 
Scotia are estimated to contain one and a 
half million feet of deal stock, not counting 
trees of less than a foot in diameter, and 
large quantities of the other woods. The 
country has the advantage of an absence of 
mountains and water falls, with an abundant 
distribution of lakes and rivers, nearness of 
the forests to tidewater, opportunities for 
storing wuter for the running of mills in dry 
seasons, an abundance of cheap labor, ard 
cheap transportation to the great markets. 
The lumbermen can buy the forests of the 
government for 40 cents an acre and produce 
the lumber ata cost of $6.50 per thousand feet, 
or even less, against a corresponding cost of 
$10 to $11 in Maine. 

The forests of New Brunswick and Quebec 
also are to furnish lumber for the American 
market, though at some increase of cost over 
Nova Scotia, because of charges for rent and 
stumpage. Indeed itis said that American 
capital already has crossed the line irto New 
Brunswick for the cutting of logs, some of 
which are to be floated to American saw: 
milis, and undoubtediy much of the material 
will be manufactured on the northern side of 
the border now that it can be sent across 
more cheuply than before. Some free traders 
here are trying to make a point on the fact 
that some Canadians are in favor of removing 
the duty on lumber imported into that coun- 
try and insinuate that it means “there is a 
Canadian market. for American lumber as 
well as an American market for Canadian 
lurmber.’’, It proves nothing of the sort. 


HOT SHOT FOR DEBS & CO, 

The speech made by Attorney Milchrisf in 
opening the arguments in the Debs contempt 
case was astrongly logical one. He assert- 
ed the right of the court to enjoin the defend- 
ants, apart from the act of 1890, in any case 
where inter-State commerce or the mails are 
concerned. The United States has the right 
to call out its troops to protect its property 
without recourse toa court of chancery. It 
has just as much right as has an individual to 
protect its own interests. One reason for 
this is that there is no remedy at law, as 
while one person was being indicted and tried 
many others might commit the same offexuse. 
He illustrated the principle in its application 
to harbors and to nuisances. 

Mr. Milchrist claimed that the defendants 
had violated the injunction and were guilty 
of contempt of court. This was proved be- 


ary evidence he had introduced, a part of 
which was from four to six thousand dollars’ 
worth of telegrams which the detendants had 
sent and received in the three weeks ending 
July 17. From among these he quoted the 
one received July 10 from Salida, Colo., and 
replied to by Debs. From this and others ke 
showed how the defendünts and others had 
labored incessantly, in spite of the injunc- 
tiom, to stir up strife among men who had no 
grievance, and by threats and intimidation to 
cause them to leave their work and prevent 
others from taking the places vacated. From 
their own writings he showed how this re- 
suited in mobs and violence, in the destruction 
of property and the loss of life. 

The offense of which Debs, Howard, Keli- 
her, and Rogers were guilty was characterized 
as one of the most dastardly and criminal the 
speaker had known. The depredations com- 
mitted on the various lines of railroad were 
the natural and necessary result of their 
teachings. They prated about the rights of 
labor and the welfare of the laboring classes, 
but thousands of poor children will cry for 
bread in consequence of their cruel and self- 
ish course. Hrd it not been for the fearless 
and patriotic action of the President. his res- 
olute and manly act in calling out the troops 
to preserve the peace, the country today 
might have been rocking in the throes of a 
bloody revolution. He insisted there never 
had been such an open and defiant contempt 
of court as the defendants had been guilty of. 

Mr. Edwin Walker presented a brief of the 
points his argument will cover, with the 
authorities to be cited by him. The first four 
points are as follows: 

1. The obstruction and interruption of the 


transportation of the mails and inter-State com- 
merce, as charged in the bill of complaint, was a 
nuisance. ; 

2. Equity has jurisdiction to restrain public 
nuisances upon bill or information filed by the 
Attorney-General on behalf of the people, 

3. Equity has jurisdiction to restrain interfer- 
ence with, or obstruction of, inter-State com- 
meree, and this relief has been repeatedly grant- 
ed for the protection. of inter-State : commerce 
upon navigable streams. 

4. Uniawful obstruction of transportation of 
inter-State commerce, or United States mails, is 
a public nuisance, and equity will enjoin the 
same upon bill filed by Attorney-General. Con- 
gress, by express enactment, and by the creation 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission, has 
assumed control over inter-State commerce upon 
railways. 

Mr. Walker will take the position that the 
government has a property interest in the 
mails and equity will protect such interest 
from all unlawful interference; that the dec- 
laration of the Pullman boycott was a crimi- 


nal conspiracy, and if the obstruction of com- 


sspiracy, or was in furtherance of the common 
design, the defendants are guilty, though 
they may not have been personally present at 
the time and place of the obstructidn or in- 


terruption. No reasonable, honest man will 


yond the shadow of a doubt by the document- 


merce and the mails was a result of such con- 


soundness of these propositions 
or deny that it is for the public good they 
should be sustained. The defendants were 
guilty of open and defiant contempt not only 
of the court but of the whole people, acting in 
whose behalf the court had enjoined them 
from their riotous and criminal course. — 


THE HAWAIIAN SUGAR STEAL. 

In his speech at Indianapolis Gov. McKin- 
ley sprung a decided sensation in regard to 
the sugar trust and its strong hold on the 
Senate of the United States. He quoted the 
following from the sugar schedule of the new 
tariff law: 

Provided further, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be so construed as to abrogate or in 
any manner impair or affect the provisions of 
the treaty of commercial reciprocity concluded 
between the United States and the King of the 
said islands the 30th day of January, 1875, or 
the provisions of any act of heretofore 
passed for the execution of the same. 

The Governor furnished a long-needed ex- 
planation why that Hawaiian clause was re- 
tained. According to him it was inserted and 
passed at the instance and through the influ- 
ence of the sugar trust, which received from 
itan advantage not previously suspected, 
The trust controls the sugar production of the 
Hawaiian Islands, and at its instance the 
Democratic party bestowed upon the Ha- 
waiian sugar producers a bounty of six mill- 
ion dollars per year, while it took away from 
the sugar producers of the United States the 
bounty of ten millions a year. The Treasury 
is robbed of that six millions each year for 
the benefit of the trust, which has those 
islands under its thumb, while all other sugar 
must pay 40 per cent duty. 

This most iniquitous arrangement, pro- 
posed directly by the infamous sugar trust 
and agreed to by the Senate leaders, appar- 
ently without a single remonstrance, was 
passed by that body witha willingness which 
deepens its eternal disgrace. It is matter for 
wonder, even by the great majority of those 
who know something of the corruption that 
hangs like a pall over Washington, how such 
a feature could have been adopted without a 
blush by the highest legislative assemblage in 
the Nation. Gov. McKinley was lenient 
enough to suggest as an excuse the possible 
propriety of maintaining inviolate the treaty 
of nearly twenty years ago, 
there were other treaties made by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States twice as good 
(which Congress had failed to respect), so 
that no credit can be due on that score—the 
only thing that possibly could be offered in 
palliation of the stoop to complicity with 
downright robbery of the American people 
for the benefit of a nefarious trust. Surely 
the enormity of the transaction is so great 
that it will be bitterly denounced by a great 
many Democrats as well as by Republicans 
unanimously when once they understand the 
true in wardness of the gigantic steal.

Dr. Parkhurst Thinks They Will Be a 
Potent Factor in the Fi¢cht. —

women in municipal reform movements the 
Rev. Dr. Parkhurst said today: We can’t 
get along withont the women. When 
they want to accomplish anything they 
usually do it, and so we need them 
in this work. The most necessary thing now 
is that the proper woman should become a 
leader. I have in mind several public-spirited 
women—Mrs. Lowell, Miss Dodge, Miss Scrym- 
ser, Miss Geraldine Goddard, and Mrs. Sher- 
wood. This is just as much the matter of 
women as of men. I think the best work 
for women would be hoiding public meet- 
ings or little meetings of their own. I am 
not so sure about proposing a system of work 
for them. Women know intuitively how 
to proceed better than men cun ad- 
vise them. A live woman, thoroughly 
awake, is an immense team. There 
is something in a crowd of thoroughly ear- 
nest women that it is impossible to overcome, 
Women are not demonstrative about it, but 
they are keeping up a lot of thinking. I can’t 
read their thoughts, but I can tell by their 
faces that they are thinking.“

Within ten minutes after the termination of 
the fight President Scholl of the Olympic club 
telegraphed to Corbett offering a purse of 
$25,000 for a meeting between Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons before the Olympic club at any 
time and any weights. 

Fitzsimmons Challenges Corbett. 


Fitzsimmons’ challenge to Corbett was 
wildly cheered, The best experts in pugilism 
at the ringside tonight think he has a great 
chance with Corbett, and Fitzsimmons can 
get backing for $50,000 for such a match. 

The work of Fitzsimmons in the second 
round was the most marvelous ever seen in 
this section of the country. The three right- 
handers which Creedon received on the head 
in one, two, three order amazed the specta.

New Orteans, La., Sept. 26.—[Special.]—- 
The sporting visitors were upat an early 
hour this morning waiting the opening of the 
several pool-rooms, Fitzsimmons was backed 
heavily and the odds were marked to 
34¢ to 1. When the Creedon crowd heard 
this there was a general rush to bet. Proba- 
bly $5,000 were placed on Creedon yester- 
day by the St. Louis delegation at 3 to 1, for 
the odds were marked down to the old 
figure when the first Creedon backers began 
to bet. In the pool-rooms even money was 
offered that Creedon would not iast ten 
rounds, and quite a large sum was placed on 
this proposition by Creedon’s supporters.
